CHAPTER 646.

AN ACT granting to the city of Menasha certain lands lying along the shores of Little
Lake Butte Des Morts on the west frontage of said city.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate and assembdly, do enact as
follows :

Secrion 1. All the right, title and interest of the state of Wisconsin in and to that
certain land lying along and adjacent to the shore of Little Lake Butte Des Morts and
constituting part of the bed of Little Lake Butte Des Morts, being on the western frontage
of the ecity of Menasha in section 15, township 20 north, range 17 east of the fourth Prin-
cipal Meridian, in Winnebago county, Wisconsin, and more particularly deseribed as
follows to wit:

Beginning at a point on the original shore line at the lakeward end of Lake street;
thence southwesterly to a point on the extension of the center line of Prospect street,
being 910 feet west of the street intersection of Prospect street, and Tayco street, thence
southwesterly to a point which is 291 feet west of the center line of Lush street projeeted
and 94 feet north of the center line of Second street; thence southwesterly to a point 374
feet west of the center line of Lush street and 32 feet south of the center line of Second
street projected; thence southwesterly to a point 189 feet north of the street junetion
of Lock and First streets; thence southwesterly to a point on the island at the United
States lock, being 330 feet west of the center line of Lock street and 484 feet north of
the center line of Broad street.

SectioNn 2. The commissioners of the public lands of the state of Wisconsin are here-
by authorized, empowered and directed to execute and deliver to the said city of Menasha
a patent for said land.
